Ilovcnent  of  Cottonseed;    The  novonent  of  cottonseed  to  crushing  nills  was  light  during  the  period 
covered  "by  this  report  (May,  June,  July),    Hovenent  of  old  crop  seed  (l945"46  season)  v/as  snail  as 
practically  nil  had  entered  trade  channels.    There  -.ms  sonc  novencnt  of  nev^  crop  seed  in  the  early 
producing  areas  of  Texas  but  this  v/as  restricted  due  to  unsettled  narket  conditions.  Heports 
indicate  that  ginners  in  the  Rio  G-rande  Valley  were  holding  seed  in  expectation  of  higher  prices. 

Prices  of  Cottonseed;      Prices  being  paid  to  farners  at  the  gins  ranged  fron  $6o  to  $62  per  ton 
according  to  reports  received.    Producers  wore  generally  selling  seed  at  the  tine  of  ginning. 

Stocks  of  Cottonseed;     Stocks  of  cottonseed  at  crushing  nills  for  all  the  states  as  of  Juno  30, 
1946,  T/cr©  100,230  tons  conpared  v;ith  284t013  tons  at  the  sane  date  last  year.    Crushing  nills  in 
Texis  andOklahona  had  on  hand  11,627  tons  and _ 3,637  tons,  respectively,  conpared  with  68,832  tons 
and  922  tons  a  year  ago.    There  v;as  a  decided  decrease  in  the  quantity  of  all  cottonseed  products 
on  hand  this  year  when  conpared  with  last  year.    There  was  a  strong  denand  for  all  cottonseed 
products  which  were  selling  at  prices  well  abovo  forner  CPA  ceilings. 

Qual i ty  of  Cottonseed;     Cottonseed  delivered  to  nills  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report 
wore  lower  in  grade  except  for  District  10.    Seed  fron  the  new  crop  v/ore  of  high  ^ality  and 
grades  averaged  I06,    In  other  districts  quality  discounts  due  to  excess  foreign  natter  and  free 
fatty  acid  were  general. 

The  next  Cottonseed  Review  i7ill  be  issued  as  soon  as  new  crop  seed  begin  to  novo  in  sufficient 
voluno. 

The  sanpling  and  grading  of  cottonseed  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Production  and  Harkoting 
Adninistration,    Fron  reports  received  during  the  period  April  29,  1946,  to  July  26,  1946,  the 
following  data  arc  given  relative  to  grades  and  prices  of  cottonseed  in  the  cotmties  naned;
